The Examiner has required restriction between: 



Group I, claims 1-7, 24, 25, 32, 33, drawn to event notification; 

Group II, claims 8-11, 26, and 34, drawn to thread scheduling; 

Group III, claims 12, 13, 19-21, 27, 28, 30, 31, 35, 36, 40 and 41, drawn to 
garbage collection; and 
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Group IV, claims 14-18, 22, 23, 29, 37-39 and 42, drawn to memory 

allocation. 

The Commissioner may require restriction if two or more independent and 
distinct inventions are claimed in one application (35 U.S.C. §121). M.P.E.P. § 803, 
however, directs as follows (emphasis added): "If the search and examination of an entire 
application can be made without serious burden, the examiner must examine it on the 
merits, even though it includes claims to distinct or independent inventions." The directive 
should be followed by the examiner in this case. In this case, the claims of Group I and 
Group II are each searchable in related subclasses of class 709. Additionally, the claims of 
Groups III and Group IV are searchable in related classes 707 and 709. It is respectfully 
submitted that a search of the classes and subclasses identified in the Restriction 
Requirement would not pose any serious burden. Nor would the total number of pending 
claims pose a serious burden. The Examiner is respectfully urged to withdraw the 
outstanding restriction requirement and examine each of the pending claims.
